Basketball  has  become  the  predominant  high  school 
activity  at  EHS.  The  teams  of  late  have  achieved 
statewide  recognition.  Coach  James  Schauer  has 
done  much  to  achieve  this  high  caliber  of  basketball 
and  the  1968  Redbird  Staff  would  like  to  call  atten¬ 
tion  to  this  feat.

The  68  Cardinals  were  challenged  from  the  outset  by 
the  accomplishments  of  the  preceding  year.  Even 
though  the  over- all  win  record  was  broken  after  the 
Sargent  Central  contest,  the  Pride  of  EHS  was  deter¬ 
mined  to  establish  its  own  winning  string,  which 
ended  at  22  victories.
